desh, Hazra Zahiruddin. 

Bangladesh was _ for- 
merly known as East 
Pakistan. : 

Twenty six years ago, 
Hazra was in the United 
States for six months as a 
‘Fullbright Scholar, to 
study educational 
programs, one of which 
was under the sponsorship 
of the Detroit Board of 
Education .and Wayne 
State University. Her tour 
took her to the school 
systems for orientation in 
Washington D.C., to 
Michigan, to Nebraska and 
North Dakota. At that 
time, 1953, when she was 
in Detroit, Mary and 
Rosalynde shared their 
home with her, and were 
instrumental in providing 
contacts with the Detroit 
Board of Education. 

Hazra recently returned 
to this country to renew 
the friendship which was 
established at that time, as 
well as to contact the 
people in the educational 
programs in Chicago and 
New York. 

Hazra was one of the fir- 
st Moselm women of her 
state of Assam to graduate 
from the University of 
Calcutta. She was one in 
the group of Fullbright 
Scholars who wished to 
take the knowledge she had 
gained in the United 
States, back to her country 
to implement some im- 
provements in their 
educational programs. 

Hazra related that she 
spent 6% years in Iran 
where she was able to ren- 
der service because of the 
American system she had 
come to know, at which 
time she attended the 


Shah’s wedding. 
She said Iran is a 
Moslem Country which has 


been practising Islam for a’ 


long time. Ayatullah 
Khomini is a high priest in 
the religious order of Iran. 
His power comes from his 
followers of religious 
beliefs with no_ political 
background. : 

Hazra stated that in her 
country, Bangladesh, new 
developments are taking 
place in education, indus- 
try, agriculture and family 
planning, although there is

With the support of a 
host of Grayling and 
Roscommon area merchan- 
ts and service clubs, the 
plans for the Michgian 
Special Olympics Soccer 
Tournament are near com- 
pletion. The tournament 
which will take place Oct.

Galatians 3:1-4 

Paul begins his rebuke by 
charging the Galatians of being 
“foolish”, “bewitched” and 
disobedient to the gospel of Ged's 
Grace. “O foolish Galatians, who 
hath bewitched you, that ye 
should not obey the truth, before 
whose eyes Jesus Christ hath 
been evidently set forth, crucified 
among you?” Gal. 3:1. Paul 
reminded them that the gospel of 
grace had been preached so 
clearly, they had a very picture of 
the death, burial and resurrection 
of Jesus Christ as their only hope 
of salvation. 

Paul next asked them a very 
revealing question: “This only 
would 1 learn of you, Received ye 
the Spirit by the works of the law, 
or by the hearing of faith?” Gal. 
3:2. Paul is simply saying, were 
you saved by Grace or Works? 
Were you saved by obeying God’s 
Jaw or by believing God's gospel 
of grace? Were you saved by what 
you did or by what Christ did for 
you? 

Paul then rebukes them with a 

‘third question: “Are ye so 
foolish? having begin in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect 
by the flesh?" Gal 3:3. Since you 
could not be saved by works, how 
can you now turn back to them 
for your sanctification? If your 
works could not save you, how 
can they keep you saved? Paul is 
saying, you people who have 
asked Jesus Christ to come into 
your heart by faith, and now 
think you keep yourselves saved 
by obeying God's Word, are 
foolish. We obey God’s Word 
because we are saved, but never 
to stay saved. 


Paul reminds them that faith in. 


their own works is vain: “Have ye 
suffered so many things in vain? 
if it be yet in vain.” Gal. 3:4. Any 
mixing of man’s works with 
God’s grace is a vain thing before 
God. Man can only be saved by 
God's grace, through faith in the 
finished work of Jesus Christ for 
our sins. The moment we add any 
human effort or works as a part of 
this salvation, we “frustrate the

Several options have been suggested. 


One answer might be a full-time ad- 
ministrative head of county gover- 
nment...a county manager, sort-of...either 
elected or appointed by the Board of 
Commasioners. 

Another idea is a more city-like struc- 
ture for county government, with a 
major-type position, and a council-type 
legislative body. 

Still another more radical idea (and yet,

throughout the county, to turn present 
Wayne County—or at least significant 
parts of it—into a unified city-county 
structure of government. It’s been done 
in several areas—the Miami area in 
Florida, Indianapolis and Toronto all 
have some form of area government. 
Maybe the Detroit-Wayne area would 
benefit too. 

Structure, of course is not the only 
problem. But some change in basic 
system appears from here to be an essen- 
tial step.
